THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


General Trade Reported Quiet, with a Hope- 
ful Feeling Among Merchants for the Fall 
—Outline of the Situation in Securities, 
Metals, Farm Produce, Etc. 

New York, July 2.—Special telcgrams to 
Bradstreet’: this week, while reporting general 
trade as seasonably quiet and without special 
feature, concur in mentioning a very bopeful 
feeling among merchants as to the outlook for 
the autumn. Money is less active at Kansas 
City, in fair request at Milwaukee, and more 
active at Chicago and St. Joseph, Mo. Mercancile 
collections are materially improved at St. Louis. 
Kansas City, Milwaukee, and Cleveland. Io 
the New York stock market, besides a disposi- 
tion on the part of the bull clique to suspend 
operations over July 4, there is a more pro- 
nounced bearish tendency, growing out of the 
freight-rate war in which the Granger roads 
are engaged, the jurge exports of gold and the 
sudden advance’ in rates for money. The 
transactions of the week ending Friday were 
1.153.000 shares, against 1,819,000 sbares last 
week. Bonds of all classes are dull; invest- 
ments and Governments firm. Money on call 
was quoted Wednesday and Thursday as high 
as 8 per cent, but the generality of loans av- 
eraged 4 per gent. Friday rates bad declined 
to 2%@3 percent. Exchange was firm, and 
$3,500,000 in gold was engaged for ship ment. 
Commercial paper is dull. 

The interest in wool. das receded from the 
Central Western States to Montana, Wommsg. 
and Utah, where prices are heid above a parity 
with those ruling at Eastern markets. The 
clip east of the Mississipp: has, been cleared 
up, bought more largely by speculators than 
by manufacturers, prices baving risen from 
one to three cents per pound within ten days. 
The tone of the dry-goods market is encoura- 
ging, all advances in cotton goods having been 
well maintained and stocks being light. 

The pig-iron market is unchanged as to 
price. Mill irons are dull. Steel trails are 
strong at the low prices quoted,. and the milis 
are full of orders. ow price of English 
rails exercises a depressing influence. 

Wheat prospects, aside from Wisconsin and 
Minnesota, are for a fair harvest. Estimates 
vary ‘trom 435,000,000 to 465,000,000 bushels. 
The foreien wheat prospects are less favor- 
able, particularly in India. Bradstreet’s re- 
ports of stocks of Wheat east of the Rocky 
Mountains July 1 aggregate 35,000,000 bushels, 
against 63,000,000 three months ago, and on the 
Pacific coast 6.000,000 bushels, against 10.000,- 
000 April 1. Petroleum tends lower, but is 
very variable under conflicting new-well news. 
Lard has been materially advanced by specu- 
lators 

Bradstreet’s July cotton report shows that 
heavy rains bave injured the growing crop so 
that the condition may be classed as fair only 
against good one year ago. Spot cotton has 
been more active and 3-16 cent higher in con- 
sequence. : 

The total number of failures in the United 
States reported to Bradstreet’s for six months 
of 1886 is 5,461, against 6,106 in 1885, 5,444 in 
1884, and 5,296 in 1888.“ The total liabilities are 
$53,241,000, against $68,570,000 in six morths 
of 1885, $124, 104,000 in 1884. and $73,594,000 -in 
1883. Tue assets aggregated $25,509,000, 
against $32,955,000 in six months of 1885, $70,- 
730,000 in 1884, and $39,887,000 in 1883. The 
percentage of &ssets to liabilities tnis year 
and last is 48, against 56 in six months of 1884 
and 54 in 1883. The monthly statistics of 
sugar stocks sbow a reduction, the visible sup- 
ply standing at 1,305,175 tons, against 1,420,247 
tons last week, but they are still heavy com- 
pared with a year ago, whew they were 1,225,- 
508 tons. This, with a fair crop outlook, checks 
any advance.

Both crews whipped off their sweating jackets 
when Referee George Rives came up to the 
starting line and told them to get ready. The 
water was in splendid condition. Sixteen bare 
bodies from the waistup and fifteen bare 
heuds—for Hemington of Harvard wore a 
crimson ' skull cup—bent forward, and eight 
crimson Oarblades and eight white oars were 
poised in air. The sbelig Were in line and no 
stake boats were used. Referee George Rives 
leaned weil forward over the prow of the Yale 
launch. Are you ready?’ and at 6:29 Mr. 
Rives snapped out the word 60.“ 

The battle was begun iu @arnest. Yale was 

first to caton the water. The advantage was 
slight. Both shells fairly jumped away. 
Yale’s propelled by a long, weeping, and tell- 
ing. stroke and Harvard by a short, anappy, 
and vicious One that wasn't.in the water iong 
enough to give the men muh leverage. ‘* See 
Harvard go to the front!” was the cory afloat 
and ashore. But you couldn't see Harvard go 
to the front because she didn't doit. Her stroke 
didn't have the vim to send ber there. Rowing 36 
strokes to the minute instead of the lorty-two 
she had laid out to row she only held herself 
even with Yale, who was pulling within one or 
two strokes as fast. That was the first sur- 
prise of the race. It was followed by a second, 
for long before the haif-mile flag was reached 
Yale had begun to creep past her rival, and 
from that initial creeping to) the front the race 
proved to be Yale’s. How the crowd on tho 
train did cheer, and how heartily those afloat did 
respond. There was triumph in the Yale 
cheer and encouragement in the responsive 
cheers from Harvard’s frienus. The creeping 
up by the Yale men bad grown toa craw! when 
Yale’s shell shot by the balf-inile flag five feet 
abead of the Harvard boat. Harvard's cox- 
swhin, Brown, bent himself almost double and 
urged his men todo their test and wipe out 
that five.feet, but he urged ig vain. 
The feet lengthened out. Yule’s crawl nad 
grown into a rapid gait, and When she went by 
the mile flag open water just showed between 
her stern ana the prow of her rival. Yale's 
time at this point was 4:59 and Harvard's 
5:02 M as nearly as could be ascertained. Both 
crews were pulling thirty-sik strokes to the 
minute just before they reached the 
fiag, but after it wad passed Yale 
dropped to thirty-four. In the next 
haif mile Yale had i@dded a nhalt 
length more to its advantage“. and, from that 
on, gained steadily until the one and a half 
mile flag was reached. At two miles Ya.e was 
five jengibs in the van and rowing thirty-two 
strokes. Penrose called on 616 men and hit up 
Harvard's stroke to thirty-six, and after tnis 
spurted to thirty-eight-or forty, and . received 
the cheering information from his coxswain 
that Yaie’s lead was being pidly cut down. 
So it was, and soon the five leugths’ advantage 
that yale had was cut down to only one length 
and a halt. Harvard men on the observation 
train became frantic. * 

When the crews were again in sight those on 
the train saw that iale bad quickened its 
stroke to thirty-six and that Harvard's crew 
was pumped. just as ther had been in the 


race with Columbia last Saturday. V was 
reeovering her lost «ground 80 b. Na 
that three boat lengths separated ber 
shell from that bemg wropelled most 
laboriously by the young men from 


Cambridge. The Yale men dug their oars 
deep into the water and pulled long, graceful 
strokes through it as they spurted the last 
quarter of a mile that carried them over the 
Unisu line seven lengths in advance of the 
Cambridge men. 

They rowed that last quarter of a mile at 
thirty-nine strokes to the mintte, the highest 
rate of speed they bave attained during the 
race and as high arate ss Harvard pulled at 
any time. 

The unofficial time of Tale's crew was 20:41 \, 
or 10% seconds slower than the best time ever 
rowed in a race over this course. Harvard's 
time ‘is variously estimated at from 20:58 to 


21:08%.

“O, well; every one is dom that. I want 
to say emphatically, however, that Mr. Cum- 
mings is no gambier.

“The situation is this, as I understand it.“ 
said Mr. Murry Nelson last night, speak ng of 
wheat. “The market is largely short—has 
been largely oversold, mostly for foreign ac- 
count. The Englishmen and Frenchmen and 


various speculators in London, Liverpool, and 


Parie have been seiling their wheat short bere 
tor the last two years, and bave made a great 
deal of money out of it. And they bave 
tad with them a large quantity of 
local talent at times, like Ream, 
Cudaby, and various others. Well, now the 
local crowd have turned around. Some have 
made up their minds that the price nad got too 
low to make it profitable to sell this short 
wheat. The foreizners have to some, but not 
to any large extent kept on selling short, and 
at the same time have been sending cables 
bere every day calculated to depress the mar- 
ket; reporting lower prices over there, 
fine crop prospects, ete., just as if everything 
we had to sell depended upon their buy ing it. 
I don’t think that is the correct view of . We 
of course must base our prices on what 
our surplus ws likely to be, and I think 
the best merchants and shrewdest speculators 
made up their minds some time ago that our 
growing crop is not likely to be as large as has 
been generally estimated. The signs of 
drouth huve been rather general, and they are 
getting now to be rather particular; and re- 
ports of damage to the crop of spring wheat 
in the Northwest have been accumulating very 
rapidly tor the last few days; also of shortage 


of the winter wheat which is now be- 
ing harvested in certain districts, 
particulariy in Kentucky, Tennessee, 


Southern Illinois, and so on. Then the 
visible supply of the world is about 30. 000. 000 
busbeils less than it was a year ago, and the 
price is, not to be exact, I should say 15 cents 
lower than it was a year ago. The decrease of 
the supply is going on steadily, and I think our 
merchants and business-men simply deem it 
prudent to begin to stop selling this short 
wheat at this low price, and this long holiday 
of three days coming on about this time the 
crowd ot bears conciuded that it wouldn't 
do to go dome short - tonigbt,: and 
they commenced buying Thursday, and 
they have been climbing over one anotber to 
et in their shorts. It is possibie that they 
have advanced the price rather faster thanthe 
natural course of trade would warrant, but 
probably not very much, as these prices are 
very low, and there is a steady demand for the 
stuff; it is gradually zomg out, and the uncer- 
tainties of the growing crop that is Goming in 
are increasing every day. That is about all 
there is ot it. I don't think there is any cor- 
ner, except as I said before — ese local specu- 
lators who bad previously been seiling short 
bate turned around and they are buying wheat. 
There is no <couabt about that; they 
are buying largely; and the country is 
beginning to turu its attention that way and 
sending orders here. I don't think 
there is any corner or intended corner in it, or 
any particular manipulauon beyond what 1 
have stated. We bave bad two or three years 
of very dull times in the grain trade, and it bas 
simply got to the bottom, in my judgment, and 
bas been there for some weeks; and, like the 
lumber, coal, and iron trade, it has simply be- 
gun to revive. It s always slower than any 
other branch of business that I know of, and I 
think if it had not been for the labor troubles 
anc some others it would have revived 
sooner.’”’ 

The Open Board was in a great flurry yester- 
day. The rise caught Eidred & Morgan, who 
have an office in the Traders’ Building, They 
were short on 125,000 bushels of grain and have 
liabilities to the extent of $4,000, one-half of 
which is secured to the forty creditors. They 
will probobly resume.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 2.—[{Special.]—In 
resuming the trial of Frank Hirth, Anton 
Paim, and Carl Simon today the prosecution 
gave particular attention to producing ev? 
dence relative toa meeting of alleged Social- 
ists held at Vorwiirts Hall last April, and ig 
which the defendants took prominent parts. 
According to tke evidence of several persons 
present, Hirth and Paim addressed the meet- 
ing, while Simon took upa collection at the 
door. The speakers’ platform was profusely 
decorated with guns, bayonets, swords, and 
various implements of war. Hirth argued that 
the great evils with which the people were 
then strugsziing Gould never be abolisbed ex- 
cept by revolution, and that it would be neces- 
sary to combine and drive out the bloodbounds 
of capital, who owned or at least controlled the 
police, the law, and the Judges.

An Era of Low Prices Predicted. ‘ 


Senator Tuomas M. Bowen of Colorado has 


Western ‘ideas about tinance. He would do 
good service as a bear taiker on Wall street. 
He said the other day: Business appears to 
be pretty dull and prices are very low in this 
country, but I beheve we shall go on down 
until we reach the prices of 1846 and 1848. 
They were the lowest then of any time in the 
present century. The depression of prices 


must affect stocks as well as general business.“ 


People think that stocks cannot get any lover 
than they ere now. They are pretty low, but 
I look to see them.go off fully 15 points before 
the downward tendency will stop. The fact is 
that everything is plenty in this country 
but money. Population and property are 
both growing without any corresponding 
growth of the representative of value and the 
medium of exchaoge. The retirement of the 
National-bank notes is scarcely more than 
taken up by the coinage of silver. We are 
trying to do business on $13 per ‘capita, when 
it requires $27 for the people of Engiand to do 
business and $42 in France. We require double 
the amount of money that we now have in 
circulahon. I presume after we get down to 
the prices of 1848 things will go up again. The 
first break away from that depression was 
when the wildcat currency and the State banks 
had their run, along about 1851-1853, and from 
that time on untl the crash of 1857, when 
everything went 
another period of depression until the War 
came to give us new issues of money.” 
Speaking of the effects of the downward 


tendency of the times as described by him, 


Senator Bowen said: “It is hardest on the 
men who have little or no money. You see, in 
prosperous times, when there is a great deal 
of money going round, almost any man can 
ecratch about and get some ot it. Credit is 
given loosely and men without money are able 
to secure a great many things without cash 
payment, but as soon as times get a littie bard 
the situation is intensified by everybody de- 
manding cash, and the credit which had for- 
merly stood equai to a large sum of circulating 
medium is almost entirely stopped. Then, too, 


money aceumulates in large centres like New 


York and dies boarded there without invest- 
ment, ite possessors being afraid to operate 
with it, and that adds to the burden.” |

sands of Acres of Swamp 

Available for Farms. | 

Mattoon, III., July %.--[Special.|—ira 0. 
Baker, Professor of Civil Engineering at the 
University of Iilnois, who has just returned 
from a tour of inspection with the State Board 
of Agriculture, furnishes the following sum- 
mary of great drainage enterprises in Central 
Ilinois: 

The first district visited was the Mason and 
Tazewell district, the largest in the State, em- 
bracing 50, 000 acres in thé two counties men- 
tioned. The district was organized in 1882, 
and for three years steam dredges have been 
at work night and day. The dredges are similar 
to the machines used in deepening harbors, 
and consist of a steam engine placed upon a 
boat which operates a scoop or large 
dipper on the end of a long arm. The work is 
now almost completed, at a cost of $300,000. 
The money to carry on this work has been 
raised by the sale of bonds, bearing 7 per cent 
interest. The bonds are 4 lien upon the land. 
The main ditch, 10 feet deep and 18 miles 
long, bas a width ranging from thirty-five to

sixty feet, being as large and deep us the Wa- 
bash & Erie Canal. Into the main ditch flow 


several lateral drains. ® 

The reclaimed lands arp now owned by pri- 
vate parties, but were formerly the property 
of the counties, which had received them as 
gifts from che State. Mason County spent 
$400,000 in the rain attempt to reclaim them. 
But while the ditches the county dug with 
spades and sorapers were ineffectual, the 
steam-dredges have changed the aspect of 
affaire. Already large tracts have been put 
under cultivation that were never before aus- 
ceptible to it. At the present time prosperous 
crops of corn are growing where water bad 
formerly covered the ground most of the year. 

The North Quiver swamp in Mason Coun- 
ty is a striking example. The swamp, five 
miles long and three wide, was impregnable, 
Bulrushes and other rank vegetation growing 
in water three feet deep kept out tne farmer. 
The land is now available to the banks of the 
ditch, and the crop last year sold for enough 
to pay tor the entire expense of drainage. 

Near Astkum, Iroquois County, a new dis- 
trict bas just been organized. It comprises 
22,000 actes of land and thirty miles of ditches, 
to be dug at an expense of $40,000, which will 
make the wet land tillable. Ia but few places 
have there ever been any attempts at culéva- 
tion. Deserted farm-bouses tell the story ef 
the failure of those who bave made the trial. 
Two dredges are now at work, and property- 
owners are firm in the belief that the problem 


Of reclamation is now easily solved. 


Near Piper City, Ford County, is the Ver- 
milion swamp. Here 46,000 acres are involved. 
Sixteen miles of main ditch and nine miles of 
laterais are being constructed atan outlay of 
$50,000. The land-owners are much eluted over 
the prospective results. 

In the immediate vicinity of Champaign dis- 


triots have beep organized to drain 125.000 


acres. Heretofore the redemption of this land 
has been considered too expensive to be avaiia- 
bie, even if practicabie. But now, having 
learned the correct method of thorough drain- 
age, and fully appreciating its value, the work 
of redeeming the wet lands of the State may 
be said to have only fairly begun. 


THE NORTH SIDE CABLE ROAD, 


Opponents of the Scheme Consult with the 
Council Committee on Railroads and Also 
Callupon Mr. Yerkes. 

The Committee on Railroads of the City Coun- 
cil met yesterday afternoon for the purpose of 
receiving a committee of North Side property- 
owners who desire to secure the repeal of the 
North Side cable road prdinance. About 
twenty protestants were present. Ald. Clarke. 
Chairman of the committee, read two ordi- 
nances, which the committee submitted, one 
which provided tor the repeai of tue existing 
ordinance as far as it applied to D 
vision, Market, Larrabee, and Sedgwick 
streets, and Clybourn avenue, and the 
other repeaiing the ordinance ubsolutely. An 
opinion from Corporation-QGounsei Hoffman on 
the repeal of the ordinance was read, in which 
he said that if the grant had the elements of a 
contract it ‘could not bejannulied by repeal, 
and the city cannot repudiate a fair coatract 
which K was authorized to make. There is no 
power to repeal such an ordinance, aud the 
repealing ordinance would be void and of no 
effect. : 

George ©. Buell, attorney for the protesting 
property-owners, said that there is 33,000 feet 
frontage on the streets named, and of this 
amount 27,960 feet was represented by protest- 
img property-owners. lie thought that the 
City Council should hold the tunnel 
Ordinance over until the matter could be 
compromised and the property-owners righted. 
Aid. Ciarke said that ‘he did not propose to 
vote aguinst the advice of the Corporation 
Counsel and place the city where it would 
bave to pay the costs of the case when it came 
to trial. On motion of Ald. Colvin the meet- 
tag adjourned until next Tuesday afternoon, 
when a committee represeriting the objecting

State street had been 
eliminated before the passage of the ordi- 
nance, Dut now that the ordinance was passed 
he could not eliminate these streets if he want- 
ed to. Tne Council bad passed an ordinance 
and the company bad accepted it. He would 
say. bowever, that be had been trying to find 
some way to operate cars on Clybourn avenue 
and Sedgwick street with a cable, but bad as 
yet been unabie to find any, method by which 
it could be done. Their engineer had looked 
into the subject, and bad béen equally unsuc 
cessful. He was not of the opinion that there 
was practical unanimity among the people liv- 
ing on those streets in @pposition to the 
use of cables.

A Conflict Between the Southerpand North- 
ern Lines. | 

A serious conflict bas arisen between the 
Onio River pool iines and the lines south of 
the Ohio River. The Obio River pool lines 
have withdrawn all special rates and arbi- 
traries on business delivered to them by the 
Southern lines at the Ohio River points, The 
reason for this action was because the South- 
ern lines were not willing to show any reciproc- 
ity to the Obio River lines. For the last ten 
years the Southern lines made rates to points 
north of the Ohio River without consulting 
their Northern connections and always charged 
them full proportions of tariff rates. The Onio 
River pool lines bave at last become tired of 
this kind of business, and they now mean to 
compei the Southern lines to take a dose 
of their own medicine by making them 
pay full tariff on north-bound business, and 
they mean to keep this up until the Southern 
lines come to an agreewent with their North- 
ern connections and consent to treat them 
more fairly in the future. A meeting of the 
General Managers of the Southern roads will 
be held in Wasbington, D. C., July 15. Com- 
missioner L. D. Richardson and Secretary B. E. 
Hand and a number of the General Freight 
Agents of the roads in the Ohio River pool 
will go to Washimaton to attend that meeting 
and try to effect an arrangement with the 
Southern lines by which the Ohio River pool 
lines will be gigen the richt to make rates on 
interchangeable busivesse going into Southern 
territory, the same rigbt being accorded tu the 
Soutberu lines as regards rates on interchange- 
able business into Northern territory. The 
change i; gage by the Southern roads xzreatiy 
facilitates the interchange of business with 
the Northern les, as business win no longer 
have to be transferred at the Ohio River.

THE proposed addition to the French im- 
port duty on wheat is two francs per hun- 
dred kilograms, making a total of five francs, 
which is equal to about 26 cents per bushel.

any mere reform. The trial of the worthless 
creatures who ceused: the murder of so many 
brave policemen brings all the absurdities and 
injustices of the system into strong light. Now, 
therefore, is the time to set about its abolition. 
We need some strong men who are not afraid of 
being called innovators to head the movement. 
The jury 4ystem has long outlived the social con- 
ditions which gave it ing. Let us gratefully 
lay it away among its barbaric kin, G. 


If the writer of the above will look over 
the reports of the Union Teague Club discus- 
sion again he will see that Judge Tuley ad- 
vocated a reform of the jury system, but ex- 
pressed the belief that its abolition was im- 
practicable. Such must be the judgment of 

houghtful men. The abolition of the 

ry system would require not only amend- 
ments to the State and Federal Constitutions, 
but a reconstruction of the judicial system 
prevailing among English-speaking people 
since the date of Magna Charta. If the ar- 
guments were all on one side it would take a 
generation of agitation to bring about so stu- 
pendous a change, but as it is now such a 
‘proposition is purely visionary. The use of 
the jury system is one thing and its abuse 
quite another. It is quite probable that be- 


ished and petit juries greatly restricted in 
civil cases, but it is not likely that in dealing 
with crimes and torts the Anglo Saxon races 
will ever find anything superior to trial by 
jury when fair and intelligent men are put 
in the box. Justi¢e Miller of the Supreme 
Court stated the general opinion when he said 
in a recent address: I am bound to say that 
an intelligent and unprejudiced jury are 
rarely mistaken in regard to the facts 
‘which they are called upon to find.“ The 
only practicable reform is to take steps that 
will gnsure the selection of capable, impartial 
ju and then limit this mode of trial to 
the class of cases where it is necessary. 

The election laws of Llinois have been re- 

formed recently by taking the selection of 
clerks and judges away from political boards 
and vesting it in a non-partisan commission. 
Precisely the same kind of a reform is needed 
with the jury system. We want jurors se- 
lected in the same manner as clerks and 
judges of election are now. The difference 
between juries packed by partisan office- 
holders and those selected by non-political 
commissioners can be seen by comparing the 
panels in the United States and in the State 
courts. Let Illinois adopt the Federal system, 
extending it so as to make it more effective, 
and when the dead-beats, bummers, and in- 
eapables are made to give place to reputable, 
intelligent citizens there will be little cause 
for complaint. Justice will rarely fail in the 
hands of twelve fair men. There are plenty 
such in the community, and little more is 
needed than a system of selection that will 
put them in the jury-box. The proposition 
of the Union League Club is sensible and 
feasible, but it only endangers a good cause 
to advocate the impossible, quixotic notion 
of abolishing juries altogether,

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| WHEAT PROSPECTS. 

The Cincinnati Price Current estimates 
the wheat yield of the United States this 
year to be 295,000,000 bushels of winter and 
140,000,000 buskels of spring, or a total of 
435,000,000 bushels against 367, 000, 000 
bushels last year. It is worthy of note, how- 
ever, that this includes 60,000,000 bushels 
for California, while the Secretary of the 
Agricultural Bureau of that State estimates 
it at only 40,000,000 bushels. The fact ap- 
pears to be that the condition of the crop has 
grown worse very fast within the last fort- 


much worse the more it is examined. The 
McCormick reaper estimates give a deterio- 
ration of 2 per cent in winter and not less 
than 13 per cent in spring wheat during 
June. The latest reports from the North- 
west make the latter crop to be some 30 per 
cent less than last year, and the men who go 
out from this city as experts agree in esti- 
mating the former as mueh poorer than has 
been represented. ‘The. following are aver- 
ages of their estimates in millions of bushels 


of the same for last year, which was very 


These figures show an n of 26, 000,000 
bushels over the poor yield of 1885. Allowing 
another 15,000,000 for increase in California 
and 10,000,000 bushels for the other winter- 
wheat States, we have in round numbers 50,- 
000,000 bushels’ more than the crop of last 
year. This would give a total of only about 
410,000,000 for the whole country if there 


If, however, the latter be 25 per cent short 
the total will be reduced to but 370, 000 
bushels. It may be considered safe to gay 
that the facts as understood by parties who 
have been accustomed to observe and judge 
for themselves do not warrant the expecta- 
tion that the crop will measure up 400,- 
000,000 bushels. In view of the admitted 
decadence in the prospect during last month, 
and the wide uncertainty that prevails in re- 
gard to the outcome, the Washington esti- 
mates, to be issued about eight days hence, 
will be awaited with unusual interest. 


HOW MANY COWARDS ARE THERE? 
Only five jurors for the trial of the An- 


archists have been selected in eleven days, 
although 300 men have been examined, of 
which number 250 should have been fully 
competent to serve in these cases. The great 
majority of those examined have perjured or 
| stultified themselves to avoid serving. Some 
have taken that course because they are un- 
willing to be absent from their business dur- 
ing the trial, which they seem to think will 
last all summer, and others because they ap- 
parently are averse to performing any of the 
duties of citizenship. Yesterday, however, 
two or three were found who were willing to 
admit that they had deliberately evaded the 
duty because they feared the vengeance of the 
Anarchists, who were said to be taking notes 
of the names and residences of those exam- 
ined. This they seemed to think meant 
bombs and destruction. O fellow is re- 
ported to have made the statement that if all 
the Anarchists m Chicago were locked up in 
the Court-House it would be an easy matter 
to secure a jury. 

It was hardly to be expected that such a 
difficulty as this was to be encountered in 
securing a jury. In spite of the delays and 
the apparent apathy of many officers of the 
law in and about Chicago in the very face of 
law-breaking and violence there is no danger 
of any more bomb-throwing or other murder- 
ous or incendiary action by Anarchists, and 
no citizen need have any fear that he or his 
family will be molested by friends of the 
prisoners. Their own attorneys are not so 
entirely devoid of sense as to run the risk of 
having their clients hang on account of fur- 
ther riot or murder. Neither is there danger 
of the trial continuing throughout the sum- 
mer when once the jury shall have been se- 
lected. Judge Gary and the State’s-Attor- 
ney will see to it that no further unnecessary 
delays are secyred by the dodges of the pris- 
oners’ counsel. Men who wish to shirk jury 
duty have ingenuity enough to find excuses 
other than that of fear. To offer such an 
excuse is to make a confession of arrant 
cowardice.

OUR PACHYDERMATOUS SENATE. 

The United States Senate of late years has 
fallen into a way of ascribing to itself cer 
tain great qualities which it doesn’t possess 
and assuming in consequence certain privi- 
leges and alleged immunities’ to which it is 
not entitled. An idea has taken possession 
of the majority of its members that because 
they are not directly elected by the people 
they are not accofiintable for their acts to any 
one but themselves.

There is still another class of 
Senators who imagine that their intellectual 
attainments make them superior to the crit- 
icism of common men. 

This Senatorial indifference to publle opin- 
ion has been pointedly emphasized during 
the last six months by a number of episodes. 
The discussion of the question of open ex- 
ecutive sessions is one of them. The Beck bill 
to prohibit members of Congress from acting 
as attorneys for land-grant and subsidized 
railroads is another. The question of inves- 
tigating the charges of bribery preferred 
against Senator Payne by the Ohio Legisla- 
ture is a third, 

The prevailing tone of comment and de- 
bate upon these subjects by Senators has 
been one of pained surprise and indignation 
that their privileges should be invaded or 
their characters questioned by the people. 

This ostrieh-like reasoning is not dignified 
nor impressive. Senators will find them- 
selve more dependent for their continued of- 
ficial existenee upon popular favor than they 
are apparently willing to admit.

IOWA DEMOCRATS AND HIGH LICENSE. 

The only feature of the Iowa Democratic 
platform worthy of special notice is the 
plank in regard to the liquor question. Com- 
mg from a Democratic source it is remark- 
able. It declares for local option and a mini- 
mum license-fee of $500. Practically this 
means prohibition in three-fourths of the 
counties of the State and high license in the 
remainder. Such a law would be vastly 


more effective than any Iowa has ever had, It 
would put the liquor traffic in eyery section | 


of the State under effectual restrictions and 
provide all the prohibition any locality could 
enforce, The proposition is forcible. What 
will the Germans and the others in this and 
adjoining States who have complained about 
Republican restrictive measures say to it? 
Are the Iowa Democrats sincere in declar- 
ing for local option and high license ? Would 
they carry out their pledges if they succeed- 
ed? It cannot be forgotten that while they 
have declared for high license once they have 
pronounced in favor of low license half a 
dozen times In recent years. Twelve months 
ago, when the situation was practically the 
same as today, the party took its stand in 
favor of legalizing saloons in every section of 
the State and forbidding any locality to tax 
them beyond a certain amount. A party 
which can shift from free whisky to high 
license in so short a time exposes its sincerity 
to question. Indeed, one of the leading Dem- 
ocratic papers of Iowa, the Dubuque Tele 
graph, says thé present declaration is made 
not because the Democrats believe in it, but 
as a mere temporary expediency.” 

The Iowa Democrats, have acted shrewdly 
in pronouncing for high license in an off 
year, when there is so much disafiection 
among the Republicans over the liquor ques- 
tion. Despite their obvious lack of good 
faith, they may induce a few more Republic- 
ans to abandon the party temporarily and 
vote with the Democrats to register their 
protest against paper prohibition, free whis- 
ky, sentimentalism, and the leadership of 
long-haired men and short-haired women.

*S0ME FACTS ABOUT THE TUNNEL. 
In estimating the compensation which the 
North Chicago Railway Company ought to be 
compelled to pay for the use of the La Salle 
street tunnel the following facts should not 
be lest sight of: (1) The original cost of the 
tunnel was about $600,000; (2) there are 
bonds to the amount of $183,000, bearing 7 
per cent interest, issued for the construction 
of the tunnel, still outstanding; (8) since the 
tunnel was made $217,000 in interest has 
been paid on account of it; (4) and the city 
has yet to pay $12,810 annual interest for 
thirteen years and to redeem the $183,000 
worth of bonds, or a total of $349,530. 

Some boodle Aldermen favor accepting 
$125,000 for the use of the tannel, claiming 
that that sum would build a double bridge at 
Engmeer Artingstall, 
ever, estimates the cost of the bridge at 
$200,000, and members of ine Council 
boodleized by the railroad company are urging 
Yerkes, it is said, to guarantee that this 
amount shall be paid.

The object, according to some, is to get posses- 
sion of Clark street in order to keep off rival

Objectionable Features of the Ordinance. 

“There are no provisions in the ordinance 
to protect the people of Lake View, said Mr. 
Bryan Lathrop, who represents about one- 
seventh of ‘the property between Diversey 
Street and the limits. It gives the company 
an absolute right for twenty years. If the 
company faileto keep the road in good condi- 
tion, and it becomes as bad as at present, the 
franchise cannot be forfeited. There is no 
provision for freeing any p*rtion of the road 
from the collection of tolis. The foad is to 
start at Addison street. If a street railway 
company should seek to extend a line to Grace- 
land avenue there would de halt a 
mille on which the boulevard company 
could collect tolls. The provision in 
regard to sprinkling is inadequate. The dust 
est daysia the year, frequentiy, are in the 
spring and autumn months when it is not wWwhat 
would be called warm.“ There is no provis- 
ion for draining the road, which has been the 
main trouble with it for twenty years. The 
preamble deciares that the majority of the peo- 
ple owning vroperty on the street are in favor 
of a toll-road, whereas the fact is that a very 
large majority of those owning property south 
of Graceland avenue are opposedto it. The 
North Chicago City Railway Company bas ap- 
plied tor an ordinance for a toil-road 
and a railway line, by which it is required 
to pay into the Treasury of the town 
all. of the net receipts from tolls over 7 
per cent, and also obliged to improve the road 
from curbtoeurb. The boulevard company’s 
ordinance gives no benefit to the town from 
the collection of tolls, and provides for 
the improvement of only twenty feet of 
the street, and the alternative is 
given to use macadam, gravel, or cinders. 
While .cinders are 6 good foundation, whey 
make the poorest possible surface, and are ab- 
solutely worthtess when used as a top-dressing. 
The passage of this ordinance would be a 
paraliel case to that of the Broadway franchise 
in New York, which was given to one corpora- 
tion when another had proposed to pay into 
the City Treasury $1,000,000 for it. No ordi- 
nance shouid be passed fora toll-road on Clark 
street witbout a provision that the franchise 
should be forfeited if the road is not kept in 
good condition, and another reserving to the 
town the right to terminate the franchise as to 
any portion, taken from either end of the road. 
These two provisions are absolutely essential 
to the growth and prosperity of Lake View.“ 


DIET. 


Correction of Some Prevalent Fallacies in 
Regard to It. 

That there is any nutriment in beef tea made 
from extracts. There is none whatever. 

That gelatine is nutritious. It will not keep 
u cat alive. Beef-tea and gelatine, however, 
possess a certain reparative power; we know 
not what. 

That an egg is equal toa pound of meat, and 
that every sick person can eat them, Many, 
especially those of nervous or bilious tempera- 
ment, cannot eat them, and to such eggs are 


injurious. 

That because milk is an important article of 
food it must be toreed upon a patient. Food 
that a person cannot endure will not cure. 

That arrowroot is nutritious. It is simply 
starch and water, useful as a restorative, 
quickly prepared. 

That cheese is injurious in all cases. It is, 
as arule, contra-indicated, being usually indi- 
gestible; but it is concentrated nutriment and 
a waste-repatrer, and often craved. 

TLat the cravings of a patient are whims and 
should be denied. The stomach often needs, 
craves for, and digests articles not laid dowu 
in any dietary. Such are, for example, fruit, 
piokles, jams, cake, ham, or bacom, with fat, 
cheese, butter, and milk. 

That an inflexible diet may be marked out 
whicb shall apply to every case. Choice of a 
given list of articles allowable in a given case 
must be decided by the opinion of the stomach. 
The stomach is right and theory wrong, and 


the judgment admits no appeal. A diet which » 


would keep a healthy man healthy might kill a 
sick man, and a diet sufficient to sustain a sick 
man would not keep a well manalive. In- 
creased quantity of food, especially of liquids, 
does not mean increased nutriment; rather de- 
crease, since the digestion is overtaxed and 
weakened. Strive to give the food in as con- 
centrated a form as possible. Consult the pa- 
tient’s stomach in preference to bis cravings, 
and if the stomach rejects a certain article do 
not enforce it,

A $12,000 Blaze and Some Narrow Escapes 
by Firemen, 

Fire last night did about $12,000 damage to 
the four and feed commission storq of Z. R. 
Carter & Bro., Newberry aveaue and West 
Sixteenth street. The fire was discovered a 
littie before @ o'clock by citizens who saw 
smoke issuing from the building. While some 
of them ran to turn in an alarm of fire others 

their way into the store where the 
flames were burning fiercely and rapidiy 
spreading. Before the Fire Department bad 
got fairly at work the fre had reached tne 
second floor, enveloping the eastern section of 
the store in flames, which soon burst through 
the roof. and at 9 o'clock a second alarm was 
given. With the assistance of the additional 
engines the firemen gquickiy had the fire 
under control, confining it to the portion of the 
building already aflame. The principal dam- 
age done was by water. Mr. Carter said bo car- 
ried a stock of about $10,000, which would be 
an almost total loss, as water ruined it. The 
joss to the building, a two-story and basement 
brick, 868x100 feet, did not exceed $2,000, 
all of which is covered by insurance. The 
Arm's loss would have been considerably more 
bad it not been for the assistance rendered the 
firemen by citizens. Seven borses and several! 
in the basement were re- 
moved to safe places by volunteers. Five of 
the borses bad to be taken up a flight of stairs, 
as the runway was in the burning part of the 
building. The animals were so terrorized that 
getting them out was no easy matter, but men 
put ropes under them and drew them u)-stairs, 
one at atime, by main strength. One of the 
first borses to make the ascent broke down the 
stairs, making the passage more difficult for 
the others. Fireman Luke Waters of Engine 
Company No. 18 had a narrow escape. While 
working in the building a mass of faliing bay 
fell on bim. and the result would probably 
have been fatal had not other firemen and a 
ehtizen named N. Keegan jumped in and res- 
eued him from his periious position. He es- 
caped with some severe burns about the upper 
portion of his body. Thomas Conrod, another 
fireman, was also injured by failing. 
Capt. James Enriebt of Company Nu. 15 had his 
thumb nearly cut off by falling timber. Ata 
quarter to II the rear of the east wall fell with 


cottage next to the burning building and caus- 
ing Mrs. Wolford. the proprietress, to shriek 
as if she were kilied. Noone was burt by the 
fall. During the fire Dennis Kennedy, full of 
liquor, climbed on top of the burning 
building and fell through the ekyligbt. He 
was brought out insensible, but soon recov- 
ered, bis quid of tobacco remaining in his 
téeth despite the efforts of the police and fire- 
men. The fire started among alot of bay that 
was stored in the northwestern section of the 
building, but from what cause isa mystery. 
J. J. Smith, foreman of the establishment, who 
lived over the store, lost about 8800 worth of 
furniture.

HAS CANADA A VESUVLUS? 


Tale of a Burning Mountain in 
the Far Northwest. 

OTTAWA, Ont., June 29.—A party of five 
young men named respectively Sutton, Will- 
jiamsoen, Van Horne, Cribbs, and Alexander 
have recently returned from a hunting tour iu 
the Mountain River districtin the Northwest 
Territory. The district in which they went 
bunting lies about fifty miles to the south of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway track from Brule, 
on the highlands, near the Mountain River. 
Tow locality is just north of the 
United States boundary line from Black 
Duck Lake, in Minnesota. They report having 
left Brule in company with their guide and 
journeying south. After traversing some dis- 
tance they met a mountaineer’s family on the 
way into the town, with all tieir goods and 
chattels packed on two lean-looking horses. 
They said they were fleemg the region in which 
they had lived on account of “some terrible 
Are. They said that they had lived from 
hand to mouth on a piece of cleared ground on 
a mountau side whose base formed a portion 
of the Manitou River's banks; that the terrible 
fire was somewhere over, behind. or in under 
the mountains; that no smoke was visible, but 
that the air was stifling hot and the river at 
certain points so hot that the fish died in it. 

The first intimation chat the father, whose 
name is Malcolm, had of this strange phenom- 
enon was the unusual sight of a great num- 
ber of dead fish in the Manitou. Strangely bot 
winds also came down into the valley, while 
elsewhere the atmosphere was of wintry ohni 
iness. The huntefs, in tracmmg the cause of 
the farmer's great excitement, found that it 
was evidently owing to the subterrapean 
beatin the mountain's side, which extends 
under the river’s bed, and about a mile further 
up the stream be2ame so hot that it heated the 
water, which flows slowly there, until steam 
rose from the surface near the banks. This 
was faintiy noticeable for a short distance 
further up, but beyond which the water by de- 
grees resumed its normal state. The atmos 
phere was found to be very warm, and the 
slightest exertion brought out the perspiration, 
Ciose to the spot where the farmer had lived 
the hunters found the air to be almost stifling, 
and there also the earth was too hot in places 
to touch with the band. Nothing eise was no- 
ticeable, the mountain being bieak and bare 
from winter, but further back on its sides 
the heat was absolutely unbearable 
After. climbing up ite thickly-wooded sides 
for 200 or 300 feet the bardy busters were 
forced to return, as the air was simply suffo- 
cating. The earth was dry and cracked with 
the heat. Tne heat, instead of diminishing, 
was found to increase the bigher they, went up 
the mountain's side. Tue cracks in the eartna 
widened and new ones appeared, and the local- 
ity became uninbabitable. 

Men weil acquainted ‘with the geology of the 
province declare that the location of this vol- 
canic area has been fixed to a nicety and 
might be with reason expected. Their 
theory is that the bituminous coal, in which 
this mountain range is known to be rich, has 
by some phenomenal means become ig- 
nited, the vast and smoldering mass far down 
in the mountain's beart thus making a mighty 
caldron of the Manitou River's bed.

THE INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE CON- 
TINUES ITS WORK. 


plains Several Items—Capt. Larsen At- 
tempts to Recall Some Facts in Connec- 
tien with the Meeting of Two Years 
Ago—Capt. McLaughlin's Story. 

The military inquiry into the accounts of 
Col. Jacobs of the First Cavalry Regiment was 
resumed last pight at the armory. G. L. Mar- 
Chand, the expert who bad been directed to 
examine the books and vouchers since Oct. 
20, 1885, when, bis previous statement 
closed, submitted a supplemental 
up to June 30. From Oct. 20 to the latter date 
the books of the regiment and armory bad 
been correctly kept. The summt up of the 
totals of both reports showed that Col. Jacon¢ 
was now indebted to the regiment in the sum 
of $635. In his statements Mr. Marchand had 
charged Col. Jacobs with $34,300, cash assumed 
to have been received for armory bonds. 

“Now suppose,“ said counsel for defense, 
that $1,800 of the bonds issued have not been

There was much more about the $800 and 
$600, during which the names of Maj. Maxwell 
and other officers were after mentioned.

The witness being sick he was 
then examined by way of rebuttal testimoay 
to testify that Maj. Maxwell bad been a stanch 
friend of Col. Jacobs up to the time when the lat- 
ter publicly denounced the Major as a scoundrel. 
Under cross-examipation Capt. Larsen ad- 
mitted that Col. Jacobs had denounced bim 
before the officers of the regiment for having 
approached nim in a certain way in regard to 
a contract for making uniforms for the regi- 
ment; but be denied that he had corruptly ap- 
proached the Colonel. 

Capt. MeLaugbiin was next called, and 
his line of examination was similar to 
the foregoing, but his memory of events was 
more favorable to Col. Jacobs than that of 
Capt. Larsen. He was a member ot the Board 
of Auditors in October. but did not remember 
that the board had allowed Col. Jacobs $400, 
as was stated in the report, and which be bad 
signed. The court adjourned until Tuesday 
nextat 8 p. m. .

We bave been trying all styles—oftentimes all 
styles in the same building—and we have be- 
Some desperately in earnest upon this sub- 
ject, but we have not vet achieved a complete 
Success. Fifth avenue and the environs 
of Central Park, although the shbow- 
ground of the new architects, pre 
sent many hideous monstrosities in 
brownstone and marble, and the Newport 
cottage, although doubtiess the best thing we 
have done in that line, is still in many respects 
eminently unsatisfactory. Cbarm of line and 
sobriety of ornament are not among its merits. 
Our love for mere bignes<¢ and our tendency to 
@xcess come out everywhere where money is 
plenty, and there have been few very wealthy 
men in this country who have show that fine 
restraint in the spending of their money 
hien used to be considered one of the great 
virtues of the British aristocracy. Even this 
Jatter class have lately, it is asserted, caught 
the piebeian vice of display from the wealthy 
midale class to a much greater extent than 
formerly. It seems to be a decided character- 
istic of our time. 

But in England the vice is not nearly as uni- 
versal as in America. Take our hotels, ior in- 
stance. Nosuch tawdry magnificence in homes 
for travelers, as some of our cities boast, ean 
be found the world over. Their mere size is 
appaling. They are estimated by the number 
of acres they contain. They ure decorated 
with a gorgecusness which shumes the paiaccs 
of Europe. They blaze in gilt, they revel in 
stucco work; their colors are vf barbaric 
splendor; many ot them strike you dumb with 
their aggressive showiness. No repose, no cool 
and quiet tints, no subdued richness, no ber- 
fect appropriateness, no restful convenience, 

ino home-like attitude or aspect, but immensity 
‘ of space, excess of decoration, and lack of sim- 
plicity everywhere. American exaggeration 
ean be studied nowhere better than in its great 
Hotels. Their one boast is of bigness, and the 
traveler wo seeks their sheiter usually strikes 
tor the largest one he can find, and removes at 
once if he bears of one of greater size any- 
where within reach. Their immense dining- 
rooms are a positive nuisance and discomfort. 
Several hundred people eating togetber is not 
an elevating spectacle. It reminds one of the 
feeding of the beasts at some garden or hippo- 
drome. Then the same tendency to excess is 
seen in te bili of fare, where an 
and 


unneeessary undesirable number. of 
dishes are prepared for each meal 
and served in a disgusting profusion. To see 


a waiter bring in a dinner for an ordinary 
traveler would be a vast astonishment if one 
Had not seen it too often to have any of that 
quality left. Four or five kinds of meat in 
monatrous slices on as many separate. disbes, 
half a dozen kinds of vegetables and 
made dishes, any amount of relisbes and

CULTIVATED AND NATURAL GRASSES, 
AND EXPERIMENTS THEREWITH, 


About Grasses in Dry Regions—What Drain- 
age Has Done for an Illinois County— 
The Farm as a Factory—Superior Prod- 
ucts Only Pay—The Science of Dairying 
~—Progress in Veterinary Sclence— Farm 
and Stock Notes. 

In the early settlement of Illinois it was held 


mesticated grasses would never be availabie 
for general cultivation in the prairie region. 
Experiment proved the fallacy of this idea. 
Today there is no State where pasture and 


meadow arasses so generally thrive, and in no 
State do they form, in connection with Indian 
corn, a larger proportion of the wealth of the 
farmers. The idea that tame grasses would 
not thrive prevailed later in Iowa. The culti- 
vated grasses and Indian corn today consti- 
tute the basis of agricultural wealth in that 
State. The same may be said of all the Nortb- 
ern States bordering the Mississippi River. 


States farther West, over what was once desig- 
nated as the Great American Desert, that the 
cultivated grasses could never be made to 
stand. Yet in Nebraska and Kansas for a dis- 
tance of fully 150 miles west of the Missouri 
River clover and the cultivated grasses are 
becoming the sbeet-anchor of the agriculture 
of that region. What we want is an exteusion 
of varieties adapted to hay aud basture. These 
must come either from grasses already in cul- 

tivation or by the domestication of such 

wild species as may be proved best 

for cultivation. However valuable the wild 
grasses of a country may be found in its early 
settlement, the time wiil come when these wild 
species must gd; but in the extinetion af. the 
larger number of species bere and there wil! 
be found those adapted to cultivation. It has 
been found so im tne settlement of other coun- 
tries. Why not in tae West? The idea is 
worthy of extensive experiment. The agri- 
cultural colleges of the several States can do 
no better work than in careful experimentation 
with varieties that may give token of superior 
‘excelience. 

One principal reason why agricuitural ex- 
periment is not more widely carried out by 
these institutions of learning is the clamor 
of those who do not believe that experiment 
will pay its cost. Will it not? No good thing 
has come in agriculture except through exper- 
iment. True, it costs money—so much that 
but few working farmers can afford to under- 
take the task. Hence, when undertaken by 


private parties, a new truit, vegeta- 
grain, or flower sells for 
much money. Our public institutions are 


the proper channels for the conduct of such 
experiments. If the Kansas, Nebraska, Col- 
orado, and other Far-Western agricultural col- 
leger can succeed in showing decided value in 
certain of the native grasses there for genera! 
cultivation, it would ada to the wealth of that 
region more than enough to pay the entire 
outlay in the endowment of these institumons 
of learning. 


Drainage in Champaign County. 

CHAMPAIGN, III., July 1.—|Editor of The 
Tribune. }]—Champaign County, embracing over 
half a million acres of land—mostly prairie— 
was among the last in the State to be settled. 
The general character of these lands is flat or 
gentiy undulating, and fully, one-third was too 
wet for cultivation. The renMining two-thirds 
were so cut up by wet lands that they could 
searcely be tilled to advantage. The soil is a 
detp, rich, biack loam, so free as to wash from 
the highest elevations to the lower at every 
rainiall, thereby causing the sloughs or wet 
lands to grow larger in area and arable lands to 
grow less under the process of cultivation. 

Open ditches were first sought to remedy 
this evil. The first settiers put forth no smal! 
effort in this direcuon. It availed them very 
little, bowever, for the reason that the small 
ditcbes could not ve maintained and in a short 
time would Ali up, doing little good. Thus dec- 
ades of the Champaign County farmer’s life 
passed away, leaving bim but small net returns 
tor his bard toil. But the Awerican spirit of 
enterprise, always sufficientiy strong to meet 
every demand and to solve ail problems, now 
comes to the front with tile drainage. These 
drains, laid deep in the ground, become per- 
manent waterways, and large canals are con- 
structed tor outlets. It is found that these 
canais can be more readily maintained than 
small, open ditches. 

Ten million tile aré now made annually in 
Champaign County, by its twenty-three tile 
factories. These tile, sold und laid in the 
ground, are 2.000 miles in iengtb, costing, 
when. laid, $750,000, and one-third more is 
spent on outlets, making an annual outiay of 
81.000. 000. 

This work has been. going on now for five 
years with an increasing ratio. Tile sales 
at the factories have been better this year than 
heretofore. Where does all this money come 
from during these nard times? From the 
banks? No. Borrowed capitai? Very little. 


many instances it is the full measure ot their 
profits. It is confidentiy believed that all 
money invested in this direction will return a 
20 per cent dividend. Think of $1,000,000 per 
year invested returning 20 per cent—$?00, 000. 
This is aguin invested, the process going on 
for a series of years. To what does it lead? 
Hard times now, but ultimately wealth. 

Do facts warrant this picture? Let any old 
citizen ride five miles over a familiar road not 
traveled by him for five years. Let dim see 
rows ot clean, thrifty corn on farms reaching 
from section to section line, where before he 
never saw them more than twenty or thirty 
rod long, often weedy and ot a pale color. 
Ask the farmer how much corn be can raise on 
an acre of low land weil tiled, and the answer 
will be about fifty busnels as an average crop. 
This is fact and not fiction. 

This corn is worth m Champaign County 10 
cents per bushel more than it is worth at any 
point west of the Missouri River. Ten cents 
per bushel—fifty bushels—$5 net returns per 
acre over any Western lands. This $5 will pay 
interest at 7 per centon $70. The latter sum 
becomes the difference in real value between 
the price of these lands and similar lands in 
Kansas or Nebraska. 

Similur lands, did I say? There are no lands 

Sim lar to these, where the low lands of Chum- 
paign County are drained so that the water 
cannot injure them. The crops they produce 
surpass the crops prodyced on any undrained 
land in the world where the same umount of 
labor bas been expended in raising them. The 
time will soon come when the recognized 
vulue of these lands, instead of being the low- 
est in the State, will lead all the rest. 

It may be added that in a large extent of 
drained land in the uorthern part of Cuam- 
pa un County these splendid results bave been 
obtained at an excessive cost—about $1.10 per 
rod-on an average of 300 miles of tile laid—while 
the Outlets have cost, beg unusualiy large, 
one-haif as much wore. The result shows an 
uverage crop of corn one year with another of 
fifty busbeis per acre. I. S. X.

The Orange County (New York) Farmer thinks 
farmers do too much guessing iu their busi- 
ness, trust too much to chance, luck, and the 
moon, and do too little close figuring.

If corn is cultivated once a week from the 
time the blades first appear until the tassel 
shows the chances for a full crop will de much 
greater than when cultivation waits for a con- 
venient season, allowing weeds to gain a su- 
premacy. 

Prof. E. M. Shelton cons ders thirty loads of 
manure applied to one acre about equal to 
forty spread over twice as much surface, and 
bases the idea on reasons similar to those em- 
ployed in proving large crops more profitabie 
_ than small ones. 

The importance of lime as a plant food, to 
be supplied by its use as a fertilizer, may be 
perceived by the following figures: In twenty- 
five bushels. of Oats there are nine pounds of 
ume: in thirty-eight bushels of barley, nine 
pounds; in two tons of clover hay, thirty-five 
pounds; in twenty-five tous of turnips, 140 
pounds; in 250 busheis of potatoes, 270 pounds.

There are 
other lines, however, that are digtinetly the 
products of real factories. Butter cheese 


are essentisily so. The cow eats hay and grain 
and produces milk. This, again, is turned into 
butter and cheese. The integrity of the manu- 
facture determines the price. Hence, here 
again, superior intelligence in presenting sala- 
ble forms gives profit. 

The person who, in breeding, produces a 
superior form or characteristic in animals 
actualiy manufactures that which is sought 
It will be seen that the 
farm is really, a factory in more directions 
than is generally supposed. It should be kept 
running, and the factors sboula always 
be in order. A man nevd not be a great breed- 
er of tat bullocks, like a Gillett, or of nigbiy- 

hogs, sheep, cattle, or horses: but 
every farmer, however small, may run 
his farm to its fullest capacity, at least to sup 
ply the bome market. There are many lines 
adapted only to a local trade. The farmer 
sbould stock bis farm fully, so it shail feed as 
much stock as his acres will carry. Thus ne 
reaches towards two valuable ends. 
duces flesh that will bear ,transporting long 
distances, and at the same time through the 
manure made holds, and in many instances 
increases, the fertility of his farm. fe

THE FIREWORKS MEN READY FOR 
THEIR HARVEST SEASON. 


The Cat Torpedo and the Great Things It 


Will Do—Firecrackers of Imposing Size 
and Stentorian Voice—Sweet Things in 
Rockets, Flowerpots, and Bombs—Pros- 
pective Sufferings of the Paternal Pock- 


et and Ear. 

As the more or less glorious Fourth draws 
Near the. ubiquitous small boy realizes that 
happiness in this world depends almost entire- 
ly upon ability to a¢quire dross, which in bis 
case takes the shape of small change. The 
smail boy is in for a three-days’ celebration 
this year, as luckily for him, though unfortu- 
nately for everybody else, the day of inde- 
pendence comes on Sunday. On this account 
troubie will begin Saturday and will continue 
pretty steadily until far into Monday night. 
This three-days’ disturbance is disastrous to 
fathers who are chary with dimes. and quarters, 


Put it is a great thing for the fireworks dealers 


as well as for all thase whose business consists 
in catering to the enjoy ment of others. Probably 
twice as many firecrackers and torpedoes will be 
disposed of because the Fourth is celebrated 
for three days. Durm the year the pyro 
technists are engaged upon che invention of 
new designs and new kinds of fire, and thie is 
their harvest time. 

“We have had an unusually heavy trade this 
year,” observed a Clark street dealer, * but 
unfortunately for ws the prices of freworks 
are low. They are not quite so low as last year, 
but the advance is not sufficient to give us 
more than the barest margin. We have to sell 
agreat many boxes of crackers to realize a 
profit that amounts to anything at the prices that 
are now ruling: but this year we are bhavmg a 
very brisk trade. Last year firecrackers sold 
at $1.15 per box: this year they have advanced 
10 cents. Then there are the torpedoes. 
Boys do not take much stock in 
them, however: they think they are 
namby-pamby, and only fit for girls to amuse 
themselves with. Torpedoes come at 60 cents 
the dozen. You remember the Union torpe- 
does, done up in red and blue papers. Those 
were noisy enough to arouse the flag¢ing in- 
terest that boys cherished for torpedoes, but 
many ace:dents resulted from them. They 
were found injurious to eyes and fingers, and 
consequently they have dropped out of sight, 
and bave been superseded by the ‘cat torpe- 
does.’ *

IT SAVES CLIMBING SLAIRS, 


All New School-Buildings to Be Only Two 
Stories and Basement. 

The Board of Education has made a new de- 
parture in scbhool-buiidings. The favorit struct- 
ure beretofore has been a four-story and base- 
ment one. Hereafter it is the purpose to have 
buildings, where the size of the lot will permit, 
but two stories and a basement. The ground 
plan will be L-shaped, the long line of the L 


tronting on the street. The pidy-ground will 
be inclosea by the bduilliding and thus cut off 
from the public view. A space of about twelve 
feet will be left in front for a grass pilot and 
2 The L-shape will. give good length to 


the eight rooms of the first floor and the seven 


rooms and hall of the second. The basement 
will be used only for winter play- rooms and 
store-rooms. The closets will all be on the out- 
side. Each floor ot the school-buildimg will be 
supplied with water. 

The first school-building on this plan will be 
the new Elizabeth School, at the corner of 
Elizabeth and Lake streets, now in course of 
erection. Tom Brenan, who is Chairman of 
the Building Committee, says that it is uot 
healthtul for either pupils or teachers to be 
compe:led to climb to the top of four-story 
boildings four or five. times each day. Gen- 
erally speaking, there u no necessity for it, as 
the school lots are large enough for buildings 
of the kind proposed, in which there will be 
but one flight of stairs to climb at most. More- 
over, escape in case of fires from such buiid- 
ings win be comparatively easy. The plan of 
baving closets in the basements of buiidings 
has proved neither safe nor bealthy. The cost 
ot the buildings will not be increased by the 
adoption of the new scheme. Six buildings on 
the new pian will be erected during this school 
year.

One Woman Journalist. 

Mary Clemmer, says a writer in the New 
York Sun, began to write for money before 
she was 20, and she centinued to toll in the 
same groove until ber happy second marriage, 
which occurred but a sbort time before her 
death at 44, gave her at last an opportunity of 
writing, not what she must, but what she 
would. Not that while leisure seemed unreach- 
able she indulged in repining over the rigid re- 
quirements of the journalistic trade or cher- 
ished any’ feeling but the thankfulness of 
every honest workman who finds work enough 
to do. This is proved by tne unflagging and 
exact fulfillment of every journalistic duty 


which she assumed. Not only was ber corre ; 


spondence for a very extended period 
an unintermitted feature of the New 
York Independent, but ‘she spent three 
years in the office of the Brooklyn 
Union under a contract to supply a column 
daily,and she never by so muchas one day 
violated or evaded the stipulations of the con- 
tract. During the last of those three years 
she received from the Union a salary of $5,000 
—vbrobably the largest ever paid in this coun- 
try to a woman fora years journalistic work. 
No woman better understood what journalism 
means, Or was better fitted to depict its aspira- 
tions and shortcomings, and one of ber grace 
ful, thoughtful poems which will be gratefully 
remembered was called The Journalist.” 
She ennobled the vocation in which her iife 
was mainly spent, and ber brave. strenuous, 
and useful career deserves to be fittingly and 
tenderly commemorated.
